WEIRTO.N - One of the new­ 
est approaches by the steel in­ 
dustry toward improving pres­ 
ent practices of use and dispos­ 
al of water is k nown as t h e 
“clo.sed loop” system, 
w hi c h 
permits repeated use of water 
for cooling and scale removal. 
The “ Mill of the Future” at 
the Weirton Steel Division of the 
National Steel Corp. will have 
such a “built-in” pollution con­ 
trol system, it has been announ­ 
ced by C. G. Tournay, president. 
Principal advantage of t he 
“closed loop” system is that it 
greatly reduces water require­ 
ments for mil! operations, which 
in turn reduces the amount of 
treated water returned to t h e 
Ohio River. 
Tournay said the “ Mill of the 
Future” normally would require 
approx irnately 50 million gallons 
of water' each day for cooling 
and scale removal, but installa­ 
tion of the “closed loop” sys­ 
tem will permit recirculation of 
water to the ex tent that the new 
mill’s requirements will be only 
5 million gallons each day. 
The relatively small amount 
of water then will be returned 
to the river clean enough to 
meet the most stringent water 
standards. The equipment f or 
the “closed loop” system is very 
complex , and represents an in­ 
vestment of substantial size.

House Of Treasures

T 
H E East Liverpool Historical Society Museum, 
occupying the entire second floor of the C ar­ 


negie Public Library, is a veritable treasure house 


of items representative of the early culture and de­ 


velopment of the Tri-State area. 
Curator of the museum — founded by W ill 


Thompson, noted musical composer, and privately 
incorporated by the Historical Society in 1907 — is 


Harold B. Baith , who is secretary of the Historical 


Society. 
Dale Thompson is president of the Society and 
W . H. Vodrey Jr . the treasurer. 
Barth is also one of the chief contributors to 
the museum. 
In conducting tours, he enthusiastically ex­ 
plains the origin of the innumerable relics of the 
days of w ild Indians, horses and buggies, the C ivil 
W a r and the first potteries. 
A vase made in 1861 in the pottery started by William Minor 
and presented by him to Enoch Bradshaw. Barth's grand­ 
father. is in a case by the doorway of the East Wing 


IN THE SAME DISPLAY case is a “ Rebecca at the Well” 
teapot out of the first kiln of the James Bennett pottery. The 
teapot was presented by Bennett to Enoch's wife. Mrs. Cynthia 
Logan Bradshaw. Barth's grandmother. 
Letters written at the turn of the century authorizing pay­ 
ment of $50,000 by Andrew Carnegie for the construction of 
the library are on display The Bradshaw homestead, in 
which Barth was born, was located on the present site of the 
library. 
Political campaign buttons of varied sizes from the 19th 
century to the present are on exhibit. 
Currency of various denominations used in the 1800 s may 
he seen in another display, posing the question of what quan­ 
tities of merchandise could have been purchased with the 
money in comparison with today’s rapidiy-erodmg dollar 
Tools and weapons contrast with such articles as old Bibles 
and hymn books Other objects useful to settlers include bul­ 
let molds, candle molds, sheep bells, dutch ovens, spurs and 
.stirrups 
An Indian archaeological collection presented to the museum 
by Barth in 1941 features numerous arrowheads, grinding 
stones and ax heads, all found in the area, plus photographs 
of an Indian mound in East End An Indian war club may be 
viewed in another display. 


IN OTHER cases are clothing and uniforms used during the 
Civil War, and such diverse items as a bear trap, sheep 
shears, broad ax. sleigh hells, spinning wheels. McGuffey s 
Readers, a sundial, early potters’ tools, and “ apothecary 
scales used by Thomas Laughlin in his general merchandise 
store at Fredericktown in 1848 ” 
Early maps of the East Liverpool area, fossils, types of 
soil and coal, and unusual rock specimens are exhibited 
Unique items are 'part of tree under which (’.en .John H 
Morgan surrendered.'’ “ Handcuffs supposed to have been 
used by former sheriff John Wyman” and a "Butternut pin 
worn by the Copperheads’ during the Civil War 1861-65 " 


Familiar names of pioneer residents in the vicinity are memorialized on

Da rk co lo red, it ha s fo ur wing s, 
pincer ja ws a nd ho o ks o n the ta il tha n ca n cling 
to a lmo st a ny surfa ce 
Fo r so me unkno wn rea so n this insect will fly 
a t y o ur fa ce, a nd seems to be a ttra cted by the shiny 
ferrules o f a fishing ro d.

I w as fishing alo ng Beav er Creek alte r dark a few weeks 
ago when o ne sm acked me in the side o f (he face.

Then when it go t real dark, as it can alo ng a creek at 
night, o ne hit m e To say 1 was startled wo u ld be an u nder­ 
statem ent. 
The im pact really stu ng. In w ater alm o st u p to the to p o f 
m y hip bo o ts, I co u ldn’t mo v e to o qu ickly , bu t I headed to r 
sho re u ntil 1 co u ld determ ine w hat w as fly ing aro u nd 
In a few m inu tes the air seem ed literally to be filled with 
them . They wo u ld da rt at the m etal parts o f my spinning 
ro d and the ho o ks o n m y lu re 
When 1 tu rned the beam o f a flashlight o n them , they wo u ld 
fly aw ay . If they landed o n y o u r shirt, they wo u ld cling with 
a il their legs and had to be pu lled o ff. 
It m ade fishing u npleasant, bu t it was no t nearly so frighten­ 
ing after disco v ering what they were 
A friend who was o n the o ther side o f the creek had the 
sam e tro u ble, bu t said there w ere no t as m any w here he was. 


TH E NAME HELLGRA.MITE is u su ally appro prite. since 
they are o ne o f the m o st fearless insects and their jaw s are 
stro ng. 
They seem to be in a nasty mo o d all the tim e and will 
.seize any thing nearby o n the slightest pro v o catio n It it hap­ 
pens to be y o u r finger and the insect is big eno u gh, it will 
draw blo o d 
Fu lly gro wn in the larv ae stage, they are dark bro wn and 
ab o u t‘three inches lo ng. The ho o ks o n their tails ancho r them 
to the bo tto m o f a stream in the sw iftest cu rrent The larv ae 
liv e and gro w u nder w ater fo r abo u t three y ears. Then they 
craw l o u t and hide u nder a lo g o r .sto ne alo ng the sho reline to 
pu pate, em erging in abo u t 10 day s as a winged fly . They m ate, 
lay eggs and start the cy cle again. 
‘H ellgram m ites are ex cellent fo r bass bait and can be co l­ 
lected in riffles o f stream s, w here they hide u nder ro cks 
U su ally two peo ple are requ ired to co llect them . One ho lds a 
net while the o ther go es u pstream , lifting u p ro cks to lo o sen 
them and allo w them to flo at do w nstream into the net. 
They will keep fo r sev eral weeks if placed in a shade, co o l, 
well v ented co ntainer fu ll o f m o ist grass 
They are u su ally ho o ked u nder the co llar between the head 
and bo dy . They are to u gh and so m etim es o ne can be u sed to 
ci^ch sev eral bass It is a go o d idea to trim the ho o ks o ff the 
fail o r they will sink to the bo tto m and qu ickly attach them ­ 
selv es to the bo tto m side o f a ro ck, snagging y o u r line. 
The winged o nes also m ake go o d bait. So me fisherm en tear 
o ff the wings, o ther leav e them o n to flu tter o n to p o f the 
w ater.

If some hot. summer night you are fishing along 
a creek and a large, winged creature attacks you, 
the chances are you have encountered one of na­ 
ture’s oddities— the Dobson fly. 
A fearsome looking insect, it is about three to 
four inches long, with a wing span to match the 
length of its body. Dark colored, it has four wings, 
pincer jaws and hooks on the tail than can cling 
to almost any surface 


For some unknown reason this insect will fly 
At your face, and seems to be attracted by the shiny 
ferrules of a fishing rod. 


Most fishermen a re thoroughly familiar with the 
insect in its larvae stage when it is known as a 
hellgrammite 


I was fishing along Beaver Creek atter dark a few weeks 
ago when one smacked me in the side of the face I had seen 
them flitting by in the twilight, but thought they were hats 
and didn t pay too much attention. 
Then when it got real dark, as it can along a creek at 
night, one hit me To say I was startled would be an under­ 
statem ent 
The impact really stung In water almost up to the top of 
my hip boots, I couldn't move too quickly, but I headed tor 
shore until I could determine what was flying around 
In a few minutes the air seemed literally to be filled with 
them. They would d a rt at the metal parts of my spinning 
rod and the hooks on m y lure 
When I turned the beam of a flashlight on them they would 
fly away, lf they landed on your shirt, they would cling with 
ail their legs and had to be pulled off 
It m ade fishing unpleasant, but it was not nearly so frighten­ 
ing after discovering what they were 
A friend who was on the other side of the creek had the 
ta m e trouble, but said there were no! as many where he was. 


TH E NAME HELLGRAMITE is usually a p p r o p r e , since 
they are one of the most fearless insects and their jaws are 
strong 
They seem to be in a nasty mood all the time and will 
seize anything nearby on the slightest provocation It it hap 
pens to be your finger and the insect is big enough, it will 
draw blood 
Fully grown in the larvae stage, they are dark brown and 
about three inches long The hooks on their tails anchor them 
to the bottom of a stream in the .swiftest current The larvae 
live and grow under w ater for about three years Then they 
craw l out and hide under a log or stone along the shoreline to 
pupate, emerging in about IO days as a winged fly They mate, 
lay eggs and start the cycle again 
Hellgrammites are excellent for bass bait and can be col­ 
lected in riffles of stream s, where they hide under rocks 
Usually two people are required to collect them One holds a 
net while the other goes upstream, lilting up rocks to loosen 
them and allow them to float downstream into the net. 
They will keep for several weeks if placed rn a shade, cool, 
well vented container full of moist grass 
They are usually hooked under the collar between the head 
and body. They are tough and sometimes one can be used to 
c ^ c h several bass It is a good idea to trim the hooks off the 
tail or they will sink to the bottom and quickly attach them ­ 
selves to the bottom side of a rock, snagging your line. 
The winged ones also make good bait. Some fishermen tear 
off the wings, other leave them on to flutter on top of the 
water.

It keeps best in the refriger­ 
ator and storage time depends

Cottage cheese and ricotta. 
if covered, will keep three to 
five days in the refrigerator 
Cream cheese and other soft 
varieties will keep two weeks
